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Amendments 

In the Claims: 

1- (original) A shared multi-user email system on a single computer, comprising: 
a shared computer; 

a multi-user email system configured to run on said shared computer configured to enable a 
plurality of users, one at a time, to access said mult i-user email system running on said shared 
computer; 

a multi-user graphical user interface (GUI) configured to display concurrently current status 
of multiple email accounts of said plurality of users, 

wherein said multi-user GUI permits one user of said plurality of users at a time to 
access an email user account environment of said one user of said plurality of users 
on said multi-user email system, 

wherein said one user, if authenticated, can access only said email user account 
environment belonging to said one user, 

wherein each of said email user account environments includes an inbox, an outbox, 
and at least one personal file folder; and 
a network interface coupled to said shared computer through which emails can be routed to 
destination addresses not included in said multi-user email system. 

2. (original) The system according to claim 1, wherein said multi-user GUI includes an 
indication of the priority of email received in said multi-user email system enabling prioritization of 
access to said shared computer by said users, 

3, (original) The system according to claim 2, wherein said indication of priority includes at 
least one of the following indications of priority: 

an audio; 
a visual; 
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a color; 
an iconic; 

a communication to a communication device; 

a page to a pager; 

a numeric; 

an alphabetic; 

a letter; 

a character; 

an alert; and 

a wireless alert* 



4. (original) The system according to claim 1 , wherein the system is used in at least one of a 
production, operations, healthcare, retail, hospital, and nursing environments. 

5. (original) A real time multi-user graphical user interface (GUI) comprising: 

a status module enabling a computer .to indicate current status of multiple email 
accounts of a plurality of users, concurrently, on a shared multi-user computer* 

6. (original) The GUI according to claim 5, wherein said status module comprises: 

a priority indicator enabling the computer to indicate priority of access to the shared 
multi-user computer. 

7. (original) The GUI according to claim 6, wherein said priority indicator comprises at least 
one of: 

a visual indicator; 
an audio indicator; 
a color indicator; 
a numeric indicator; 
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a alphabetic indicator; 
an alphanumeric indicator; 
an iconic indicator; 
a communication; 
a communication device; 
an alert; 

a wireless alert; and 
a page. 

8. (original) The GUI according to claim 5, wherein said status module comprises: 

a new mail indicator enabling the computer to indicate that a new mail has arrived for one of 
said plurality of users of said shared multi-user computer. 

9. (currently amended) An electronic mail -message s ystem comprising: 

a user selectable save messag e i nstruction operative to automatically store in 
one of one or more user se lected user- assignable personal file folders ^ adapted to 
gtoro abuser selected previously received incoming -message s ; and all outg oiag 
messages ; and 

at least one s e nt mail sub foldor-. wherein said user selected u ser-assignable 

personal file folder is associated with a sender of said previously received message, 
tagged by one o f an email address or a username of the sender o f s aid message? 
wh e r e in n copy of r.oid each of said outgoing mossagos is automatically stor e d in gaid 
s e nt mail aub folder, and whoroin said - scnt - mate - sub folder ia immod by on e of said 
outgoing messaged recipi e nts o mail addros s or said outgoing mooaago's recipi e nt's 
uaor name . 

1 0. (currently amended) The system according to claim 9> wherein said user-selected previously 
received message received emails s e nt from th gttt loast ono of a sender and/or a recipient aro is 
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automatically stored in said user selected one of said r»ne or more of said user-assignable personal 
file folders, upon user selection of at lea st one of a command and/or user interface element by the 
user without the user being aware of a location of said user-assignable personal file folder in any file 
folder hierarchy . 

1 1 - (currently amended) The system according to claim 4*9, wherein the system is operative to 
automatically create a new one of said user assignable personal file folders^^e-automatically tagged 
to at ieast by one of the email address o£ or the usemame of athe sender of saidpreviouslv a received 
messagee mail and a r o ooivor of a e o nl email when no user assignable personal file folder exists for 
the sender of said messag e. 

12. (currently amended) The system according to claim 9» wherein e ach of sai d thc electronic 
message system is operative to aut omatically store in a user-assignable personal file folders 
associated with the sender o f compriGos: 

any dynamic, active read receipt repor t, said report received from th e stor e d on a system nf n sender 
of said read receive report in response to a previously sent message of an omaiL 

1 3 . (currently amended) The system according to claim 1 2, wherein said read receipt report is a 
dynamic, active read receipt report comprise &ing ; 

a single file indicating read receipt status indicating which of a plurality of recipients of a*va 
previously sent email-message have and/or have not accessed sai d previously sent m e ssage, and 
wherein $aid read receipt report track s a date and time of access by one of a plurality of recipients of 
said previously sent message- email. 

14. (currently amended) The system according to claim 4310, furth e r comprising tmolcing a date 
w d tim e of aocoofl by one of paid plurality of rotipienta w herein said user interface element comprises 
at least one of an icon and/or a button . 
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15, (currently amended) The system according to claim 9, wherein the system is adapted 
operative to automatically create ga t least one new user-assignable personal file sent moil auh folder 
whon ascnt mail uub folder does not m r iqt for said outgoing m e ssage's ono or more recipients , 

16, (currently amended) The system according to claim 9, wherein the system automatically 
stores a copy of an outgoing message, upon be i ng sent to a previously selected one of figfeef 
comprising at leaat one reooivod mail o ub folder to -said user-assignable personal file folders, 
Rreyiously assigned and associated with a recip ie nt of said outg oing wbornin tvifth nf^nid in™tniti g 
message ^ is automatically stored in aaid receiv e d mail sub folder, and wherein said received mail 
sub folder is named by one of said incoming message's s e nder's e mail address or said incoming 
m e ssage's s e nd e r's us e r name? 

17, (currently amended) The system according to claim 944, wherein the system is operative 
adapted to rapidly store a plurality o f user-selected previously received messages in one of said user- 
assignable personal file folders assoc iated with said sender of said previously received messages. 
obviating a ne ed to drag and drop said previously received messages on said fold er, automatically 
creat e a n e w received mail sub fold e r wh e n a received mail sub - fold e r does not e xist for s aid 
incoming m e ssag e 's s e nder, 

18, (currently amended) A machine-readable medium that provides instructions, which when 
executed by a computing platform, cause said computing platform to perform operations comprising 
a method comprising: 

receiving an user selected instruction to store a previously received send an outgoing 
electronic mail ( e mail) m essage in a user selected one of one or more user assignable personal file 
folders associated with ftom-a sende r of said previously received message, tagged by one of an email 
address or usemame of the sender o f s aid message, wherein said instruction comprises at least one of 
a command an d /or a user inte rface clement: and 
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storing in sai dat least ono mail folde r of tho condor , said outgoing o mail m essage , wherein 
said mail foldor is named by ono of aaid outgoing o mail mossago's r e cipi e nt's e mail address or 
wefaaae without the user having to know a W^ti™ in » fit., folder hierarchy of said user-assignable 
personal file folder . 

1 9. (currently amended) The machine-readable medium of claim 1 8, wherein the method further 
comprises: 

creating at least one new mail-folder when a mail-folder does not exist for the sender 
o fat least ono rooipiont of said o utgoing o mail message. 

20. (currently amended) The machine-readable medium of claim 1 8, wherein the method further 
comprises: 

storing an outgoings rec e ived incoming « mnil message in said mail folder if at least one of a 
username or an e-mail address of a recipient sendef of said mn^ojn gin&oming e-mail message 
matches a name of said maS-folder. 
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
